ATHENS, Greece   Wilh 
the possible exception of 
Eleflherios Venizelos, famed 
Greek prime minister after 
World War I, no Greek per-' 
sonality has captivated the 
imagination of 12 million 
Greeks as does the Arch­ 
bishop of Cyprus, Makarios, 
today. Tor he Is not only the 
symbol of Cypriot independ­ 
ence from Britain and 
"enosis," or union with 
Greece, but he is the rally­ 
ing point of a rising Greek 
nationalism in the strategic 
Mediterranean. Ever since his 
return to Athens last April 
from a 13-month confinement 
in the Seychelles islands on 
the Indian ocean, Archbishop 
Makarios continues to receive 
the homage and acclamation 
of peasant and prince on his 
native soil.- - -

I have just had the privi­ 

lege of another exclusive in­ 
terview with Archbishop Ma­ 
karios at his private office at 
13 Solanos St. here in the 
heart of Athens. He looked 
better, more vibrant.and en-, 
thusiastic than at any previ­ 
ous visits I had with him here 
and in Cyprus. He expressed 
more optimism and hope for 
Cypriot freedom than during 
my previous interview with 
him here in Athens prior to- 
his detainment by the Brit­ 
ish. . <.

Archbishop Makarios per­ 
sonifies the serene honesty 
and humility of a religious 
leader and the dedication of 
a genuine statesman. "I ask 
nothing for myself," he con­ 
stantly reminds you, "but jus- 

' tice, honor and fair play for 
my people in Cyprus. More 
than 80 per cent are Greek, 
who have repeatedly legally 
voted for independence. All 
I ask is that their desire for 
self-government be granted."

Archbishop Makarios is 
unique in his role of Cypriot. 
statesman. He is the only 
archbishop in the world elect­ 
ed by his people to negotiate 
on political issues. He fulfills 
this extraordinary dual-role 
of priest and political leader 
with all the final traditional 
characteristics of both. His 
devotion to his .Orthodox 
faith is probably no greater 
than his devotion to his faith­ 
ful flock, for the right to be 
free and independent.

 && & 
I asked Archbishop Maka­ 

rios. of the British and U. S. 
insistence that Cyprus Is an 
important NATO defense 
base and cannot be allowed 
to deteriorate under the shift­ 
ing winds of political changes 
at present. His reply was con­ 
fident, crisp and to the point. 
"So long as the wishes of our 
people are not satisfied," he 
said, "Cyprus is indeed a pre­ 
carious defense base. The ar­ 
gument of the British govern­ 
ment for holding the island 
for defense cannot take pre­ 
cedence over self-determina­ 
tion. Neither can Middle East 
oil be protected from a base 
where the people are opposed 
to those who rule them. No 
political, or defense - issues 
can take precedence over jus­ 
tice and honor. We are- ready 

' "td give proper guarantees for 
using Cyprus as a base for 
the free world under condi­ 
tions which will make such 
defense stronger than it is 
today. For under freedom 
300,000 Cypriots will stake 
their lives for the defense of 
their soil."

Archbishop Makarios plans 

to visit the United States in 
September and such visit no 
doubt will add mueh to his 
prestige and stature. A\-

though he has traveled in the 
U. S. extensively before (New 
York to Los Angeles), this 
will bd'his first visit where 
his role of statesman will ex- 
ccod that of his high re- 
llgious rank. For Makarios 
carries the banner of Cypriot 
freedom foremost in his mind 
. . . and everyone who will 
receive him In the U. S. will 
instantly recognize the tenac- 
ity of his purpose.

"I shall come to America 
to visit beloved friends," he 
said, "and perhaps discuss 
my beloved Cyprus. My 
many months in exile have 
given me infinite moments 
of meditation and recon- 
firmed our irrevocable de- 
cision to throw off the yoke 
of British rule."

Here in Athens, where Ma- 

karios has emerged even 
above the Karamlis govern- 
ment as the most popular and

stirring personality, millions 
are awed by his presence and 
dedication. King Paul and 
Queen Frederika have him 
as their frequent palace 
guest, an unusual roya ex- 
pression of confidence and 
respect. '

Tall, athletically built Ma- 
karlos led me to the door as 
the interview concluded, as 
a man sure of every stride 
and every step. "Not I, but 
right will win in the end," he 
said smilingly. Greek poll- 
ticians, like Greek, Ambassa- 
dor to the U.S. George Melas, 
with whom I dined today on 
his return to Athens from 
Washington, were uneasily 
trying to figure out Jhe po- 

. litlcal effect of Makar os' 
visit to the U. S. As one of 
them said, "No one but the 
Almighty knows what will oc- 
cur   and there s no middle 
man betwten Makarios and 
the Almighty."
